Tbo  oxcitoment  which  had   raged  In 
Pittsburg  for  the  nast  two  or  three  days  cul. 
mlnated  In  fearful  scenes  of  bloodshed,  fire  and 
pillage,  on  the  night  of  the  2l8t,  and  up  to  a 
late  hour  of  the  22d,  during  which  Interval  the 
entire  eitv  was  at  the  mercy  of  a  mob  esti- 
mated to  number  a^OdO  men.    The  outbreak 
grew  out  of  the  arrival  of  the  Philadelphia  mil- 
itia late  in  the  evening  of  the  2l8t,  when  the 
mob  attacked  them  and  forced  them  into  the 
round  house  for  shelter,  after  killing  Sheriff 
Fife  and  badly  wounding  Gen.  Brenton,  com- 
manding the   militia.    Thai  night  and  next 
day,  over  5,000  cars  laden  with   merchandise 
and  railroad  buildings  covering  twenty  blocks 
were  destroyed.    The  soldiers  being   driven 
from  the  round  house  which  was  burned  over 
their  heads,  sought  safety  by  flight.     Late  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  'i2d,  the  citizens  formed 
vigilance  committees  and    guarded  the  town 
all  night  and  restored  comparative  order.    In 
Baltimore  strong  guards  of  military  and  police 
patrolled  the  city  and  preserved  order.

Factory  workmen,  miners  and  laljorers  in  mo->t 
of  the  large  cities  are  iu  full  sympathy  with 
the  strikers,  and  in  many  cases  are  giving  the 
latter   material  aid  and  assistance.    There  Is, 
however,  among  the    great  majority  of  the 
strikers,  a  manifest  indisposition  to  resort  to 
violence— the  terrible  scenes  at  Pittsburg  and 
Baltimore,  having,  in    this    respect  at  least, 
borne  good  fruit .     Still  the  strikers  are  daily 
growing  in  number, and  as  yet  tlieir  avowed 
purpose    to   prevent  the  running  of  freight 
trains  is  in  most  instances  strictly  enforced. 
In  Pittsburg,  since  the  terrible  scenes  of  Satur- 
day night  and  Sunday,  quiet  and  order  have 
prevailed,   though   the  excitement  still    runs 
high.      In  Reading,  a  serious  outbreak  occur- 
red on  the  night  of  the  'I'2d,  in  which  the  Leb- 
anon railroad  bridge  across  the  Schuylkill  was 
fired  and  bui  ned,  as  were  also  five  or  more 
cars.    The  object  of  this  wholesale  destruction 
i-i  -iMid  to  be  to  prevent  the  passage  of  troops 
through  the  city  to  Pittsburg.

Sulieman  Pasha's  advance  guard  of  ten 
battalions  and  two  batteries,  have  been  defeat- 
ed, losing  ten  guns,  and  a  considerable  quan- 
tity of  munitions.  Sulieman  himself  remains 
at  Adrlanoplc.  In  consequence  of  this  reverse 
the  hopes  espoused  in  Sulieman  at  Constanti- 
nople are  much  diminished.  It  is  feared  that 
the  Russians,  encouraged  by  this  success,  will 
iMJgin  marching  rapidly  on  Adrlanoplc  and 
gouthcm  Roumania.  Of  the  150  Bulgarian 
prisoners  recently  brought  to  Constantinople, 
fifteen  were  immediately  shot.  The  English 
fleet  is  not  to  enter  the  Bosphorus,  because  it 
is  stipposcd  that  Russia  would  not  be  slow  in 
seizing  the  Gallipolia  and  Dardanclle  forts. 
Peace  thus  becomes  daily  not  only  more 
probable,  but  possibly  nearer.  England 
has  abandoned  her  intention  of  going  toGalli 
polla,  and  Austria  has  abstained  from  entering 
Bosuia.

The  strike  har«  become  general  among  all  the 
roads  in  the  iron  regions  and  also  extends  to 
the  miners.     Considerable  uneasiness  is  felt 
in  Scranton  aud  surrounding  county.   The  em- 
ployes of  the  Central  New  Jersey  and  its  brun- 
ches have  also  jftiued  in  and  the  roa*  is  closed 
to  all  but  pan-enger  traiu:^.  At  Buflalo,  at  mid 
night  on  the  23d,  great  exeit-.-nunt  prevailed 
and       several        collisions        berween     the 
mob  and  the  military  ensued.  The  Lake  Shore 
Paint  shoji  and  a  number  of  cars  were  burned 
by  the  rioters.    Several    persons  were  killed, 
and  many  wounded.

The  strike  still  continues  to  rage,  until 
the  2Gth,  it  U  far  stronger  and  apparently 
more  determined  than  ever.  Less  important 
roads  and  new  recruits  from  them  and  all 
other  employes  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments .ire  daily  drawn  into  the  movement. 
The  freight  traflSc  on  all  the  important 
lines  is  absolutely  interdicted.  As  the  move- 
ment swells  it  is  in  some  instances  accom 
panied  with  serious  rioting,  but  in  all  cases 
with  more  or  less  intimidation  and  violence. 
Louisville  is  the  host  place  in  which  the 
mob  has  carried  out  Its  riotous  demon- 
strations culminating  In  damage  to  prop- 
perty  and  personal  violence  to  citizens, 
two  "thousand  working  men  on  the  24th  at- 
talked  the  freight  depot  of  the  Great  Southern 
road  and  smashed  windows  and  doors.  Thence

In  San  Francisco  on  the  nij{ht  of  the  25th,  a 
tire  broke  out  in  a  large  lumber  yard  near  the 
Pacific  docks  and  a  large  mob  gathered  as  the 
fire  began  to  spread  until  a  serious   conflagra- 
lion  was  threatened.    The  police  and  krge 
numbers  of  the  vigilants  and   military  tunied 
out  and  di-peraed  the  mob  after  several  were 
killed  aud  many  more  seriously  wounded.    .Ml 
then  became  quiet  throughout  the  cil\   with 
the  exception  of  two  or  three  attacks  by  the 
mob  on  the  Chinese    wash  houses.     Ample 
precautions  were  taken  to  preserve  the  peace. 
Elsewhere  the  strike  a]>pcars  to  be  dying  out. 
In  Indiaiiai>olis  it  U  weakening  and  pas^enger 
trains  arc  running  on  the  several  roads.    In 
Maryland  it  is  believed  troops  will   not  be 
longer  needed  lo  preserve  the  peace.    Eleven 
mining  towns,  w  ith  a  population  of  20,000,  arc 
said  to  be  suffering  for  food.    In  Cincinnati, 
the  strike  has  died  out  and  affairs  have  re- 
sumed their  normal  condition.     In   Pittsburg 
serious  apprehensions  are  felt  of  a  famine  in 
case  the  frpigkt  einbarg(»  continues  a  few  days 
longer.  In  Reading  fourteen  arrests  have  been 
made  after  the  killing   of  ten  and  wounding 
of  fifty.    At  Oil  city  satisfactory  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  companies  and  work 
will  be  resumed  forthwith.    In  Lonisville  all 
is  quiet  and  the  usual  run  of  business  will   bo 
speedily  losunud.    In  St.  Louis  three  t<nirth*= 
of  the  manufactories  have  been  eloscd  by  the 
power  of  the  mob,  but    although  excilement 
raged  high,  there  was  no  breach  of  the  peace, 
and  it  is  believed  the  peace  and   quiet  of  thi- 
( itv  will  be  maintained. 

Although  not  by   any   means   entirely 
quelled,  the  great  strike  seems  to  be  rapidly 
threading  the  downward  path  aud  the   proba- 
bilities are  that  a  few  days  more  w  ill   see  the 
total  abandonment  of  the  movement  through- 
out   the    country.    On  many    of  the    roads 
at  this    writing,    Saturday    July    28th,    the 
blockade  has  been  rained,  and  trains  j>.re    al- 
ready running  as  usual.   No  further  very  great 
trouble  is    anticipated  as    the     government 
is  now  able  to  promptly  quell  any   mob  or 
meet  any  emergency  that   is   likely  to  arise. 
In  St.  Louis  the  general  outbreak   has  very 
much  improved  and  a  general  feeling  is  en- 
tertained     that      the     crisis     has     passed. 
Quiet     prevails    througout    the     city     but 
there      is      no     relaxation      of      vigilance. 
The  city  is  now  patrolled  by   five  thousand 
militia  and  police  and  no  further  trouble  is 
apprehended.     In  San    Francisco,  the  city  is 
under  the  control  of  the  police  and  vigilant'* 
though  the  mob  have  posted    notices  to  the 
manufacturers  to  discharge  their  Chinese    la- 
bor or   the  torch    would    be    applied.

By  employing  a  very  simple 
mechanism,  a  .second  setting  apparatus  can 
be  adjusted,  and  by  means  of  this  arrange- 
meut  the  sentence  is  twice  set  in  the  same 
time.     The  machine  is  claimed   to   possess 
the  advantage  over  all  others  of   the  sort, 
of  uncomplicated  construction,   so   that   it 
is  not  only  ea.sy    to    be  worked,   but    per- 
forms the  setting  in  a    quick   and  correct 
manner.     From  all  that  appears,  however, 
in  relation  to    this  machine,  its  efficacy  is 
not   likely    to    come    into  serious  rivalry 
with  hand  composition.

Intelligence  from  all  soctioui  of  the 
country  In  reference  to  the  railroad  employ- 
ees' strike  shows  that  the  process  of  dissolu- 
tion Is  still  going  on  thou'.;h  not  without  hero 
and  there  a  strong  manlfe^itatlon  of  vitality 
even  in  the  throes  of  death.  Ycsteaday,  the 
30th  inst.  seems  to  have  passed  without  furth- 
er noteworthy  incident  than  nay  be  deduced 
from  what  has  already  been  stated.  On  most 
of  thf  roads  both  passenger  and  freight  trains 
were  moving  and  in  most  cases  on 
time.  In  some  instances  this  ersuU 
v»  as  obtained  by  compn.imise;  in  others  by 
the  abKohUe  vielding  of  the  strikers  to  the 
terms  of  the  company.

In  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  there  was  some  little  dlsiueliuation 
on  part  of  strikers  to  allow  matters  to  run 
quietly  and  smoothly  in  the  old  channel,  'jUI 
the  kick  vva-  faint  and  of  short  dui-atlon. 
In  !jan  Francisco  the  vigilance  eonimitlees 
arc  still  on  guard,  though  the  force  fias  been 
reduced  eou-.lderably.  Baltimore  Is  quiet  and 
busino.'-s  moving  as  u^ual.  In  New  Orleans 
rumors  I'f  a  strike  and  eonsequont  disturb- 
ance becoming  prevalent,  (.Jov.  Nieholls  imme- 
diately took  the  most  etTective  precautions  to 
preserve  the  peaee,  and  tliUs  far  no  outbreak 
has  occurred.  As  before  stated,  beyond  a 
feeble  protest  here  and  there  ou  the  part  of 
the  strikers  against  the  incvitabl°,  the  great 
strike  may  be  said  to  be  iu  its  last  throes  and 
will  soon  di'sappear  entirely.

SUMMARY  OF  GENERAL  NEWS. 


Crlai«>«.  CrtmlnMln  and  A<>el<Ir>ntii. 

Ex-city  collector  Frank  G.  Otis,  of 
.Meriden,  Conn.,  is  a  defaulter  in  the  eum  of 
#3,555.  Otis  has  no  bondsmen  and  no  prop- 
erty. 

A  fire  was  raging  on  the  Gth,  in  the 
cedar  brush  near  Bertie  station, Canada,  about 
nine  miles  from  ButTalo  on  tlie  new  trunk 
railroad.    Six  miles  have  been  burned  over. 

The  members  of  the  vigilance  commit- 
tee of  Wilksbarrc  who  were  indicted  for  mur- 
der for  shooting  rioters  have  been  discharfjed 
upon  bail. 

Sitting  Bull's  baud  recently  robbed  the 
traders  of  three  ke^s  of  powder  and  one  ke>j 
of  bullets,  near  his  present  encampment  in 
Manitoba. 

A  terrible  flood  has  occurred  in  the 
South  of  Brazil  in  which  millions  of  cuttle  and 
sheep  were  lust  and  hundred  of  families  reu- 
dered  homeless. 

On  the  night  of  the  8th  a  fire  broke 
out  In  San  Francisco  and  destroyed  a  number 
of  frame  buildings  and  other  property  to  the 
amount  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 

A  negro  named  Wm.  Thompson  was 
forcibly  taken  from  jail  by  sixty  ma»kcd  men 
and  huntif  for  committing  a  brutal  assault  on 
a  little  white  girl  at  Mitchell  station,  near 
Culpepper,  Virginia. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  8th,  Hanks 
who  killed  Daily  the  day  previous  was  found 
dead  in  his  cell  in  the  San  Francisco  City 
prison,  lie  had  got  the  possession  of  a  rifle 
and  killed  himself. 

The  case  of  the  government  against 
Wm.  McKee,  of  the  St.  Louis  whisky  ring  is 
set  for  the  third  Monday  In  September.  It  is 
understood  similar  suits  wil  be  brought 
against  other  parties,  and  petititions  are  now 
prepared. 

A  Green  Bay  special  says  reports  of 
ravages  of  fire  at  Eaton,  Wis.,  have  not  been 
overdrawn.  Over  thirty  families  have  been 
burned  out  and  in  m.any  instances  the  entire 
crop  destroyed.  The  loss  is  estimated  at  $13,- 
000.    No  lives  lost.

At  last  advices  Gen.  Howard  had  not 
oeen  heard  from,  but  flen.  Gibbon  was  moving 
upon  the  hostiles  with  great  despatch. 

The  Mark  Lane  Express  considers  a 
short  crop  in  England  to  be  a  certainty,  and 
looks  to  America  to  supply  the  deficiency. 

The  breach  in  the  ranks  of  the  Boua- 
parllsts  has  bceen  healed  and  both  sections 
are  now  acting  under  the  control  of  Puuher. 

The  seventeenth  annual  Convention  of 
the  American  Dental  Association  met  in  Chi- 
cago on  the  7th.  There  was  a  large  attend- 
ance. 

The  Administiation,  remembering  that 
it  might  have  been  worse,  arc  very  well  satis 
tied  with  the  outcome  of  the  Maine  conven- 
tion. 

The  first  bale  of  the  new  crop  of  cotton 
was  received  in  Savannah  on  the  7th,  from 
Florida,  aud  sold  at  auction  for  twelve  centa  a 
pound. 

At  the  late  election  to  locate  the  capital 
of  West  Virginia,  no  place  received  a  majori- 
ty,  aud  a  second  election  will  be  held  In  Octo- 
ber, 1878. 

Three  hundred  military  have  gone  to 
Hancock,  Md.,  to  open  the  canal  blockade 
and  to  protect  all  boat  men  desirous  of  navi- 
gating the  canal. 

The  controlling  interest  in  the  Queen 
Anne's  &  Kent  railroad  of  Maryland,  has  been 
purchased  by  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  ii 
Baltimore  railroad. 

Rumors  of  a  change  in  the  Chicago 
collectorshlp  are  again  current,  and  William 
Henry  Smith  is  the  name  mentioned  iu  con- 
nection therewith. 

In  Shenandoah,  Pennsylvania,  a  large 
number  of  men  paraded  the  streets  on  the 
night  of  the  7th.  They  were  dispersed  by  the 
authorities  and  forty-seven  arrested.

Five  thousand  people  consisting  of 
flremen,  Odd  Fellows,  marines  militia,  &c., 
followed  the  remains  of  the  late  Sir  James 
Douglass  to  the  cemetery  in  Victoria,  British 
Columbia. 

Samuel  G.  Rice,  chairman  of  the  state 
central  committee  of  the  greenback  party  of 
of  New  York  has  issued  a  circular  inviting 
the  friends  of  that  party  to  meet  at  Rochester 
August  23. 

It  is  stated  that  the  heavy  decline  iu 
the  price  of  sugar  the  last  two  months  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  market  is  overloaded.  The

On  the 
same  day  a  massmeetlng  of  working  men  was 
held  in  Cincinnati  and  the  following  State 
ticket  nominated:  Governor,  L.  II.  Bond; 
Lieut  Gov.,  Frank  Skadd;  State  Treasurer, 
L.  A.  Iline;  Clerk  of  Supreme  Court,  Fred 
Arusperger;  Board  of  Public  works,  Peter 
McGeerey;  School  Commissioner,  Peter  H. 
Clark. 

The  Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Com- 
pany's steamer  Elen,  Capt.  Coathupe,  was 
lost  July  1.5th,  at  Los  Velos,  seventy  miles 
north  of  Valparaiso.  Four  bodies  had  been 
recovered,  forty-three  of  the  crew  and  passen- 
gers had  reached  the  shore  in  safety  and 
twenty  were  still  on  tli«  rocks.  A  British  war 
vessel  and  a  Chilian  gunboat  went  to  the 
scene  of  the  wreck,  but  could  render  no  assist- 
ance owing  to  fog  and  rough  weather.  Only 
three  of  those  who  reached  the  rocks  were 
saved;  the  remainder  threw  themselves  into 
the  sea  to  end  their  misery  caused  by  expos- 
urc  and  want  of  food.  Out  of  a  crew  of  t)7,  all 
told  and  passengers,  63  were  saved.  There 
were  00  to  100  passengers,  and  the  loss  of  life 
may  therefore  be  estimated  at,  at  least  100  per- 
sons, among  them  the  commander  of  the  ves- 
sel. 

A  deputation  of  Chinese  merchants  re- 
cently waited  upon  Senator  Morton  in  San 
Francisco  and  requested  him  to  introduce  a 
bill  in  Congress  modifying  the  Burliugame 
treaty  and  levying  a  t.nx  of  $100  upon  every 
Chinaman  landing  in  America,  the  proceeds 
to  to  be  devoted  to  iiaying  the  passage  back  to 
China  of  those  Chinamen  who  desire  to  return 
but  lack  means.  They  also  desire  to  Induce 
the  steamship  companies  to  modify  their  rates 
so  as  to  reduce  the  cost  of  passage  to  China 
to  $30,  while  the  fare  from  China  hither  shall 
be  put  at  $05.  Their  object  is  to  discour- 
age Chinese  immigration  to  this  country  and 
this  conclusion  has  been  reached  in  view  of 
the  strong  feeling  existing  here  against  them 
and  which  has  resutted  in  destroying  their 
property,  subjecting  them  to  personal  vio- 
lence aud  to  an  utter  disregard  of  their  rights 
under  existing  treaties  which  both  State  and 
National  government  have  failed  to  enforce.

Alj)heus  B.  Crosby,  professer  of  sur- 
gery at  Dartmouth  and  professor  of  anatomy 
in  Bellevue  hospital.  New  York,  is  dead. 

Senator  Davis  of  Illinois  is  said  to  be 
suffering  from  cancer  in  the  stomach  and  his 
general  good  health  is  seriously  impaired. 

Gen.  Le  Due,  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culinre.  who  has  been  quite  111,  is  now  conval- 
escent  and  spends  a  part  of  each  day  at  his  of- 
fice in  Washington. 

Rev.  W.  H.  H.Clark,  rector  of  St.  Paul's 
Episcopal  church,  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  died  on  the 
morning  of  the  lOih,  at  the  bedside  of  a  par- 
ishoner  who  had  just  died. 

The  talk  in  many  quarters  of  a  session 
of  Congress  earlier  than  October  is  wholly 
without  foundation.  The  extra  session  is 
more  likely  to  be  postponed  than  called 
earlier. 

Postmaster  General  Key  thanks  Pres- 
ident Garrett,  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Road, 
for  the  energy  and  promptness  with  which 
the  mails  were  delivered  on  that  road  during 
the  strike. 

Distinifuished  citizens  of  all  denomina- 
tions attended  a  reception  accorded  Bishop 
Wood  by  his  Catholic  parishioners  at  their 
Club  House  in  Philadelphia  on  the  night  of 
the  l»th  Inst. 

Up  to  the  close  of  the  second  day's 
session  of  the  Virginia  Conservative  conven- 
tion, no  choice  ef  candidate  for  Governor  had 
been  made,  neither  had  any  decision  in  regard 
to  a  plutform  been  reached. 

Father  McCarthy,  for  twenty  years  p.is- 
tor  of  Holy  Cross  Church  of  New  York,  was 
buried  on  the  10th,  and  the  same  day  his 
nephew  fell  from  the  gallery  of  the  cotton  ex- 
change, and  was  Instantly  killed. 

The  Secretary  of  war  approves  the 
course  of  Major  ButBngton  ordinance  officer 
at  Pittsburgh  who,  during  the  riot,  refused  to 
allow  the  fleeing  militia  to  take  refuge  in  the 
arsenal  from  the  pursuing  mob. 

Gen.  Henry  Dannell  on  trial  at  Tip- 
tonville,  Tennessee,  refused  to  go  to  Jail  upon 
the  Court's  order.  Dannell  had  25  men  with 
him  and  the  sheriff  whs  unable  to  enforce  the 
order  for  his  arrest  and  the  C^overnor  was  tel- 
egraphed for  aid. 

Application  is  to  be  made  through  the 
British  minister  at  Washington  for  indemnity 
from  the  United  States  government  for  the 
property  of  Chinese  destroyed  in  San  Fran- 
cisco during  the  late  riots.  The  claims  ag- 
gregate $100,000. 

The  four  boxes  which  were  stolen  last 
winter  from  the  Auditor's  office  in  New  Or- 
leans, and  carried,  it  was  said,  to  the  office  of 
U.  S.  Marshal  Pitkin,  and  there  concealed, 
have  been  discovered  and  identified.  They  are 
alleged  to  contain  valuable  records. 

The  Virginia  State  Conservative  Con- 
vention after  three  days'  session,  nominated 
Col.  F.  W.  M.  Holliday  for  Governor,  James  A. 
Walker  for  Lieut.  Governor,  and  A.  T.  Daniels 
for  Attorney  General.  The  platform  recog- 
nizes the  obligation  of  the  public  debt. 

Cardinal  Simioni  has  addressed  a  cir-

The  Durnel  Print  manufacturing  com- 
pany, at  Providence,  R.  I.,  have  cut  down 
their  production  forty  per  cent,  on  account  of 
low  prices  of  prints.  The  Cocheco  mills  are 
reported  to  have  stopped  work. 

The  striking  silk  weavers  at  Patterson, 
N.  J.,  met  on  the  night  of  the  Sth  and  agreed 
to  complete  the  unfinished  warps  at  Stringe's 
mill,  and  afterwards  to  receive  the  wages  be- 
fore the  reducion.    This  ends  the  strike. 

An  attempt  to  xiove  some  trains  at 
Wanimuc  Pa.,  failed  owing  to  the  strikers  un- 
coupling the  engine  from  the  cars,  when  the 
sheriff  went  out  with  United  States  troops 
and  there  was  no  further  iuterfereuce. 

A  rumor  prevailed  in  Columbus  on  the 
9th,  to  the  effect  that  the  engincers,fireinen  and 
brakemen  on  the  entire  line  of  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  railroad  had  decided  to  strike  next  day, 
but  there  is  no  confirmation  of  the  report. 

The  Morton  House  stables  at  Indian 
Harbor.  Connecticut,  were  destroyed  by  an 
incendiary  fire  on  the  Gth.  Thirty-six  horses 
and  a  large  number  of  carriages  belonging  for 
the  most  part  to  New  Yorkers  were  burned. 
Loss  over  $40,000. 

The  current  of  the  river  at  Omaha  is 
setting  in  strongly  upon  the  west  bank,  and  it 
is  thought  the  smelting  works  and  the  Union 
Pacific  shops  are  endangered.  A  large  force 
is  engaged  in  rijirapping  in  order  to  turn  the 
current  toward  the  Iowa  shore. 

Judge  Williams  has  appointed  Edward 
B.  Cook  receiver  of  the  Chicago  Protection 
Life  Insurance  Compan  v,  and  has  enjoined  the 
transaction  of  further  business  on  the  ground 
that  the  company's  condition  was  such  as  to 
render  its  continuance  in  business  hazardous 
to  the  insured.

It  is  known  that  the  Kansas  Pacific  and 
Atchison,  Topcka  &  Santa  Fe  railroads  have 
formed  a  pool  for  all  local  and  through  pas- 
sengers and  freight  business.  Each  road  will 
be  allowed  40  per  cent  of  gross  earnings  for 
expenses,  aud  the  remaining  60  per  cent  to 
be  divided  ecpially  between  the  two  roads. 

The  fight  in  Texas  between  the  Indians 
and  United  States  troops  at  Staked  plains  was 
a  disastrous  encounter  to  latter — two  offi- 
cers and  30  soldiers  being  killed.  The  rem- 
nant of  the  party  after  a  disastrous  march, 
reached  Fort  Condor  with  the  further  loss  of 
five  privates  and  40  horses  and  mules.  The 
command  was  without  water  for  36  hours. 

The  danger  to  the  Union  Pacific  shops 
and  the  smelting  works  at  Om.aha,  from  the 
river,  is  considered  so  imminent  as  to  excite 
grave  apprehension  in  the  minds  of  that  com- 
munity,  and  a  mass  mesting  has  been  called 
to  take  some  action  towards  averting  what 
would  prove  a  dire  calamity  to  the  interests  of 
the  city. 

The  maritime  exchange  of  Philadelphia 
has  appointed  a  committee  to  urge  united 
actions  in  membrs  of  different  exchanges  in 
the  prosecution  of  their  claims;  to  con- 
sult with  legal  authorities  and  ascertain  on 
whom  falls  the  losses  and  damages  by  the  re 
cent  strikers  and  to  decide  as  to  the  best 
method  of  preparing,  presenting  and  collect- 
ing claims. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Telegraph  Com- 
pany in  New  York  on  the  6th,  it  was  stated 
that  the  total  indebtedness  of  the  company 
did  not  exceed  $10,000,  and  that  instead  of  be- 
ing debtor  to  Jay  Gould,  the  company  is  bis 
creditor  to  the  extent  of  $50,000.  A  resolution 
was  passed  and  funds  provided  for  rounding 
out  the  system  of  lines  especially  in  the  North 
west. 

General  Gibbon  with  300  men  attacked 
the  Nez  Perces  on  the  9th,  and 
captured  their  camp  but  lost  one  half 
of  his  command  in  killed  and 
wounded.

It  is  officially  announced  that  it  has 
been  decided  to  form  a  camp  of  70,000  men 
near  Constantinople.  In  consequence  of  the 
recent  appearance  of  the  Russian  steamer 
Cons^tantine  off  Kilia,  near  the  mouth  of  the 
Bosphorus,  a  corps  of  observation  has  been 
sent  thither.  Admiral  Hornby,  commanding 
the  British  fleet  at  Besiku  Bay,  has  visited  the 
fortifications  of  Gallipolis.  In  consequence  of 
the  Turks  showing  no  disposition  to  pursue 
the  orders  first  given  Prince  Schackosky  and 
General  Kruedener  to  retire  on  the  Osma 
river  have  been  countermanded.  They  have 
taken  up  the  position  occupied  before  the  bat- 
tle, and  are  able  to  thwart  any  attempt  of  Os- 
man  Pashe  to  advance.  Russian  reinforce- 
ments amounting  to  15,000  have  crossed  the 
frontier  and  occupied  a  strong  position  to  the 
north  of  Ani,  thus  threatening  the  right  flank 
and  centre  in  Asia,  of  the  Ottoman  army. 
The  Russian  centre  is  divided  into  three  col- 
umns, at  Ani,  Golvernan  and  Kurukdaria.  It 
numbers  in  all  sixty -eight  battalions  of  infan- 
try, sixteen  batteries,  and  8,.500  cavalry.  Is- 
mail Pasha  is  about  one  hour's  march  west  of 
Bayazid. 

The  Bosnian  insurrection  is  at  an  end. 
The  insurgents  arc  crossing  into  Dalmatia 
and  are  being  interned  on  Islands  in  the  Ad- 
riatic. The  Russians  are  concentrating  in 
great  force  on  the  Lom  river.  An  attack  on 
Rasgrad  is  thought  imminent.  It  has  been 
officially  reported  that  the  Russians  are  no 
longeron  this  side  of  the  Balkans.  According 
to  official  news  from  Constantinople,  Mehmct 
All  intends  to  convert  Rasgrad  into  a  fortified 
camp.  The  forces  concentrated  in  the  neigh- 
borhood consist  of  forty-eight  battalions  of 
infantry,  fifteen  battalions  and  62  squadrons 
of  cavalry,  altogether  40,000  men.  It  is  ru- 
mored that  Austria,  with  the  consent  of  Scrvia 
and  Russia,  will  oecujjy  the  western  part  of 
Servia.  The  Dobrudscha  is  believed  to  be 
completely  clear  of  Russians. 

Various  specials  state  that  ou  August 
6th,  five  thousand  Turkish  infantry  .attacked 
the  Rufsians  between  Lascar  village  near 
Plevna,  and  the  river.  The  Russians,  who 
occupied  a  fortified  line  and  who  now  out- 
numbered the  Turks,  repulsed  them  without 
difficulty,  but  made  no  attempt  to  follow,  .as 
the  Grand  Duke  Nicholas  does  not  wish  to 
waste  the  energy  of  his  troops  in  a  partial  en- 
gagement. The  Porte  has  informed  the  Eng- 
lish embassy  that  after  two  days'  hard  fight- 
ing at  Lovatz  the  Russians  had  suffered  &  se- 
vere defeat.  The  Russian  troops  around 
Plevna  have  been  reinforced  and  now  number 
70,000.  The  Roumanian  army  numbering  25,- 
000  is  now  passing  continually  to  Nikopolis, 
and  it  will  form  the  extreme  right  of  this 
force . 

Great  numbers  of  troojw  continue  to 
arrive  from  Russia,  as  also  wounded  from  the 
Danube.  The  Russians  arc  in  force  at  Kam 
Boghas.  where  a  battle  is  imminent  unless 
they  abandon  the  B.alkans.  Two  army  corps 
from  Odc?s:i  and  the  Crimea  arc  already  on 
the  march  to  the  Danube.  Gen.  Krudener  has 
received  l.'5,0fl<1  fresh  troops  and  some  artillery. 
The  Servian  government  has  taken  all  necess- 
ary steps  to  place  forty  thousand  men  on  a 
war  footing  before  the  20th  inst.  This  force 
will  be  entirely  directed  to  the  southeastern 
frontier.  Foreign  officers  arc  again  allowed 
to  enter  the  Ser\ian  service.  It  is  said  the 
czar  is  on  a  tour  of  inspection  in  the  craro- 
witch's  army. 

A  correspondent  at  Bula  says  his  esti- 
mate of  the  serious  effect  of  the  Russian  de- 
feat at  Plevna  formed  on  the  battle  field  is 
fully  borne  out  by  the  Russian  appreciation 
of  it.  The  Russians  stand  waiting  for  the  nec- 
essary reinforcements  and  are  thankful  that 
they  are  not  assailed  in  their  defensive  po- 
sitions. The  Russians  have  virtually  aban- 
doned the  expectation  of  pressing  the  war  sue- 
cessfuUy  across  the  Balkans.  It  will  suffice 
them,  if  during  the  three  months  still  available 
for  fighting,  they  can  sweep  Bulgaria  north  of 
the  Balkans  clear  of  Turkish  armies.  The  or- 
ders  are  to  withdraw  from  all  trans-Balkan 
positions.  This  is  from  no  direct  pressure  of 
Turks  beyond  the  Balkans  but  because  of  the 
rick  attending  unsupported  advances.  On  this 
side  of  the  Balkans,  the  paralysis  caused  bv 
he  Plevna  reverses  still  endures.  One  hun- 
dred thousand  men  are  wanted  and  are  forth- 
coming but  will  have  to  be  waited  for.  The 
first  brigade  of  reinforcements  is  expected  to 
cross  the  Danube  In  a  day  or  two  If- 
hoped  after  that  a  brigade  will  cross  dally. 
The  otfensive  will  doubtless  be  recommenced 
before  all  the  reinforcements  are  at  hand,  but 
a  lar"e  proportion  of  them  are  indispensable. 
Omar  Pasha  must  be  struck  decisively.  At 
present  he  can  onlv  be  watched. 

Grand  Duke  Nicholas  has  displayed  re- 
markabU- energy  in  moving  rapidly  from  place 
to  place,  inspiring  confidence  in  the  troops 
everywhere.  Although  General  Krudener  Is 
nominallycommander-lQ-chlef  of  the  army  be- 
fore Plevna,  lh«  grand  dake  himself  will  take 
•upren*  direction  of  the  forthcoming  attack. 


In  Russian  PoUand,  all  malos  from  18  to  46 
years  of  age  are  being  registered,  preparatory 
to  calling  out  the  remaining  classes  of  the 
general  levy.  Russia  experiences  serious  dif- 
ficulty in  filling  the  ranks  of  the  Landwchr  in 
consequence  of  the  reluctance  with  which  men 
come  forward.

Seekers  after  truth  will  observe  a  sudden  in- 
crease in  the  capital  in  1868,  and  another  in 
1S69.  Mr.  Poor  (who,  by  the  way,  cautiously 
heads  this  column  "stock  and  certifi- 
cates ")  explains  in  a  note  that  the  sum  given 
for  the  year  1869  "  includes  $23,086,000  cer- 
tificatcs  issued  by  the  New  Central  railroad, 
and  distributed  at  the  rate  of  80  per  cent,  on 
the  prcvlouslv  existing  stock."  To  1870  and 
all  succeeding  years,  Mr.  Poor  adds  a  similar 
explanation,  that  $8^,428,330  is  inclusive  of 
"consolidation  certificates,  27  per  cent,  on  the 
previously  existing  stock  of  the  New  York 
Central,  and  85  per  cent,  on  that  of  the  Hud- 
son River  company."  In  1  »J9, $2,100,000  steck 
of  the  Hudson  River  company  was  issued  in 
exchange  for  some  bonds  then  falling  due,  but 
the  remaining  increase  in  the  total  nominal 
capital  of  the  roads  then  consolidated,  amount- 
ing in  two  years  to  over  $44,600,000,  was  issued 
without  a  dollar  •f  capital  being  paid  in  on  it. 
on  consideration  of  any  kind  whatever.  If 
the  reader  will  run  the  eye  along  to  the 
column  of  cost  of  1870,  he  will  observe  that 
Cornelius  Vanderbilt  by  this  operation  actual- 
ly inflated  the  capital  of  his  road  over  $30,- 
000,000  In  excess  of  its  pretended  cost. 

The  capital  of  the  road  has  been  stalionaiy 
from  that  day  to  this,  all  drawing  dividends. 
But  the  necessity  for  quadruple  tracks 
pressed.  Unfortunately,  the  stock  which 
might  have  been  issued  on  paid-in  cajjitiil  to 
meet  this  expense  had  been  given  away,  and 
it  was  necessary  to  raise  funds  by  borrowing. 
Hence  we  see  the  funded  debt  rising  steadily 
from  $15,231,719  in  1871  to  over  $40,000,000  iii 
1875,  and  the  cost  rising  also.  t)Ut  the  total 
cost  even  now  exceeds  the  inflated  oapiLal 
alone  about  seven  millions.  In  1868  the  total 
dividend  charge  of  the  component  roads,  sub- 
sequently consolidated,  was  about  $3,113,000 
with  the  Central  paying  7  per  cent.  If  both 
roads  had  paid  8,  asthecousolidated  now  does, 
the  charge  for  dividends  would  have  been  less 
than  $3,500,000.  Last  year,  1875-6,  It  was 
$7,139,000,  or  more  than  double  what  It  was 
nine  years  ago,  this  extra  annual  burden  rep-

At  the  same  time 
the  charge  for  interest  ou  the  funded  debt  has 
more  than  doubled.  Assuming  that  this  in- 
creased interest  charge,  now  amounting  in  all 
to  not  less  than  $2,500,000,  Is  jastified  by  the 
increased  earnings  of  the  new  track  and 
equipment,  there  must  still  be  gleaned  $3,50li,- 
000  of  dividends  on  inflated  and  fictitious 
stock,  which  is  just  so  much  added  burden  to 
the  road.  The  corporation  operates,  we  must 
add.just  one  thousand  miles  of  nxid,  so  that 
the  capital  per  mile,  on  which  either  inti-rest 
or  dividends  must  be  paid,  amounts  to  a  trifle 
under  $130,000.  The  total  mileage  of  tn'cks  is 
2,382. 

There  is  only  one  excuse  made  fer  stock 
watering,  and  that  is  that  the  stock  given  away 
represents  earnings  which  have  been  plowed 
into  the  property  for  its  development,  and  in- 
creasing its  value.  This  explanation  has  two 
fatal  weaknesbcs.  First,  there  is  no  evidence 
in  the  statement  before  us  of  any  such  amount 
capital  having  been  put  into  the  cost  of  the 
property;  second,  if  there  were  such  <,'vidence, 
why  should  stock  be  given  to  somebody  who 
had  not  supplied  a  dollar  of  that  capital  ?  Mr. 
Vanderbilt's  generosity  might  have  been 
proper,  but  he  exercised  it  toward  the  wrong 
parties.  When  a  railroad  is  improved  ontof 
current  earnings,  it  is  the  public  who  are 
taxed  to  add  pcrm.anent  value  to  It.  It  is  the 
public  and  not  the  stockholders  who  are  en- 
titled to  the  usufruct  of  that  added  ralnc.  Tlie" 
public  are  entitled  to  the  advantage  of  lower 
freight  rates,  if  such  rates  by  such  improve- 
ment*) become  possible,  Instead  of  this,  the 
Vanderbilt  policy  taxed  the  public  to  raise  the 
the  capital;  then  gave  it  away  to  those  who 
bad  no  title  to  it,  and  now  taxes  the  public 
again  to  8  per  cent,  dividends  upon  it. 

We  do  not  charge  the  reduction  of  wages 
upon  this  policy,  Itecause  reductions  in  wages 
are  universal  and  part  of  the  process  of  get- 
ting back  to  a  sound  state  of  business,  but  we 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  there  w.a8  a 
gross  watering  of  the  stock  of  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  railroad,  and  that 
such  stock-watering  was  an  outrageous 
robbery  of  capital  from  the  public,  and  an  un- 
righteous bestowment  of  it  upon  those  who 

had  no  rightful  title  thereto.

Suddenly  exclaiming  that  he  believed 
one  of  the  lady  bathers  was  drowning,  he 
divested  himself  of  outer  clothing  wliile 
running  down  the  beach,  dashed  into  the 
water  and,  in  attempting  to  rescue  the

The  shoe  should  be  m;ide  sufficiently 
long  to  lullv  su))port  the  entire  structure 
of  the  heel,"  The  shoe  should  be  of  equal 
thickness  throughout,  and  should  be 
carefully  adapted  to  the  foot;  this  we 
cannot  urge  too  strongly.  If  the  shoe 
docs  not  sit  perfectly  level  all  round,  and 
if  it  extends  so  far  outside  the  hoof  that 
the  nails  are  prevented  from  entering  tlie 
crust  at  the  exact  spot  and  in  the  very 
direction  which  they  should,  tliere  will 
be  a  constant  straining  on  the  nails,which 
is  injurous  to  the  hoof.  The  shoe  ought 
to  be  made  wide  across  the  foot  at  the 
point  when*  the  front  nails  are  situated.

Jams.— In  making  jams  th3  fruit  should 
be    carefully    cleaned    and     thoroughly 
bruised,  as  mashing  it    before    cooking 
I  prevents  it^  fiom   becoming  hard.     Boil 
I  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes   before   adding 
tho  sugar,  as  the  flavor  of  the  fruit  is  thus 
l>etter  preserved  (usually  allowing  three- 
quarters  of  a  pound  of  sugar  to   a  pound 
of  fruit),  and  then  boil  half  an  hour  long- 
er.   Jams  require  almost  constant  stirring, 
and  every  house-keeper  should    bo   pro- 
vided with  a  small  paddle  with  handle  at 
ri"ht  angles  witli  tl'.e  blade  (similar  to  an 
apple-butter  "stirrer."  only   smaller),   to 
be  u.sed  in   making  jam   or  marmalade. 
To  tell  when  anv  jam  or  marmalade  is 
sufficiently  cooked,  take  out  some  of  it 
on  a  plate"  and  let  it  cool.     If  no  juice   or 
moisture  gathers  about   it,   and   it   looks 
dry  and  glistening,  it  is  done  thorou;,dily. 
Piit  up  in  glass  or  small  stone  jars,   and 
seal  or  secure   like  jellies.     Keep  jellies 
.•md  jams  in  a  cool,  dark  and  dry  place.

Strategically 
and   tactically,    every    conception    of  the 
Ru.^«ian  generals  is  fauUy,  and  their  execu- 
tion is  defective.  An  urmy  of  300,000  cross 
ed  the    Pruih,   and    there  are  210,000    of 
their  men,  according    to    the    Russian  ac- 
counts, ou  on  Turkish  soil,  and  with  what 
result  I     This  splendid  army  has  raovud 
along   eccentric  and  divergent  lines,  where 
each  step    removed  ea.-h  fraction   further 
from  its  ba>e  and  from  the  possibility  of 
mutual  support.     Another  defeat  will  ren-

THE   SEPTEMBER   CONVENTION 
OF  THE  BANKS. 

Next  September  the   annual  meeting  of 
the  American  Bankers'    Association  is   to 
be  held,  and  on    several    accounts   it  is  to 
be  expected  that  a  largo  proportion  of  our 
six  thousand  banks  will  be  represented  at 
this  general  Convention.     One  of  the  prom- 
inent topics  of  discussion  will,  of  course, 
be  the  extremely  important  one  of  the  pres- 
sure of  bank  taxation  ;  and  the  Convention 
will  no  doubt  take    vigorous  measures  to 
secure  the  removal  (.f  the  more  'ui-schievous 
of  these  fiscal  burk-ns  at  the  next  session 
of  Congress.     Mort-ov.  r,  as  several  address- 
es are  to  be  delivered   by  men  of  national 
reputation,  it  is  very  likely  that    the  sub- 
jects di.-cusstd  will  take  a  wide  range.     It 
might  be  of  advantage  to  the  general  inter- 
ests of  the  banks  if,  in  the  distribution  of 
the  various  topics  to  each  speaker,  the  tom- 
niittee  would  give   some  prominence  to    a 
practical  view  of  the  characteristics  of  our 
banking  sy.-tem  as  compared  with  those  of 
other  countries.     As    t'lierc  will  probably 
be  next  autumn  a  considerable     number 
of  foieign  bankers,  merchants,  and  states- 
men, visiting  this  county,   it  will  bj  easy 
for  the  American  Bankers'  Association,   if 
they  desire  it,  to  obtain  sufficiently  full  in, 
formation  from  authentic  source*.,  and   to 
make  this  parlof  its  discussions  extremely 
suggestive  and  useful.     Of    course   an  ac- 
count of  the  Swi.ss,  Belgian,  Italian,  French 
the  German  and  the  other  .systems  of  bank- 
ing oi.    the   Continent   o^  Europe,  can  be 
with  much  advantage  made    to  enter  into 
the   programme    of  the   Convention,  but 
most   probably  the  evidence  in    regard    to 
the  recent  banking  history  of  Groat  Britain 
will  be  more  prominent,  as   well  as    more 
voluminous  and  more  easy  of  access.     The 
important  relations    of  our    banks  to    the 
silvei  question,  and  to   the   resumption  of 
specie  payments,  render    it  certait*  that 
some  consi^icuous  place  in  the  proceedings  | 
of  the  Convention  will  be  assigned  to  those  j 
subjects.— Bankers'     Magizine  for    July, 
1877.

The  average  pay 
received  is  ^A.o^i  a  week,  and  the  highest 
is  ^7.50  a  week.  A  clerk  who  has  worked 
for  thirty  years  at  ^7..'jO  a  week  would 
have  !*ii.75  a  week  pension. 


An  interesting  point  of  law  has  arisen 
in  JIcLi-au  county.  III.  The  Judge  of  the 
district,  while  presiding  at  a  murder 
trial,  temporaril?  vacated  his  scat,  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  prisoner's  coun- 
sel, placed  a  well  known  member  of  the 
liar  in  his  stead.

The  Centennial  celebration  of  the  battle 
of  Bennington,  Vermont,  came  off  on  the  15th, 
and  was  attended  by  a  large  crowd,  estimated 
by  some  as  large  as  50,000  persons.  Two 
thousand  joined  in  the  procession.  Banners 
and  bunting  of  all  kinds  were  to  be  seen  on 
every  hand.  E.  J.  Phelps, 'President  of  the 
Centennial  Committee,  delivered  a  brief  ad- 
dress of  welcome,  and  was  followed  by  Hon. 
Daniel  Roberts,  who  delivered  the  oratioB 
The  reception  of  the  President  and  party  came 
off  in  the  evening,  w  ho  were  received  with 
military  honors,  and  the  tiring  of  a  national 
salute. 


Sulieman  Pasha,  taking  the  oflFensive, 
has  marched  through  Fcrditcli,  a  Balkan  pass, 
and  sent  a  strong  reconnolteriug  force  as  far 
as  Karatem,  on  the  opposite  bank  of  which  the 
Russians  were  found  in  considerable  force. 
Grand  Duke  Nicholas  admits  that  his  troops 
are  somewhat  demoralized,  and  .said  there  was 
no  probability  of  a  resumption  of  operations 
for  three  weeks,  when  he  would  have  rein- 
forcements of  Ui<),000  men.  It  is  rumored  tliat 
the  cholera  has  appeared  in  the  Russian  camps. 
Responding  to  the  appeal  of  the  Russian  gov- 
ernment to  the  queen  of  Wurteinbnrg,  an  am- 
bulance corps  is  bi'ine  formed  and  goes 
promptly  to  Bucharest. 

Prince  Eugene  of  Leutchenburg,  who 
commanded  the  force  of  dragoons  and  Bul- 
garians under  Gen.  (iourka  when  compelled 
to  evacuate  Eski  Saglira  had  to  cut  his  way 
out  with  a  loss  of  &00  men.  Sulieman  Pasha's 
vanguard  has  pressed  forward  as  far  as  For- 
deuski,  on  the  road  to  Elena.  It  seems  as  if 
the  Russians  wi-h  to  abandon  the  pass.  It  is 
rumored  that  Gen.  Ignatieff  has  fallen  into 
disgrace;  that  the  passage  of  the  Balkans  was 
mainly  resolved  on  In  consequence  of  his  as- 
surance tlial  villi  Turks  everything  might  be 
ventured  upon.  The  Russian  government 
says,  morover,  it  has  been  misled  on  certain 
other  points  concerning  the  state  of  things  in 
Turkey.  By  the  last  military  operation  south 
of  the  Balkans,  a  loss  of  i '2,000  killed  and 
wounded  wa«  inflicted  on  the  Russians.  They 
have  been  driven  from  all  locations  sonih  of 
the  mountains  and  law  and  order  has  been  re- 
stored. Sulisman  Pasha's  forward  movement 
Is  impeded  l»y  bad  weather. 

There  is  much  discontent  in  Houmania 
at  the  passage  of  the  Danube  by  the  Rouman- 
ian troops.  The  Roumanians  derive  no  liene- 
fit  from  supplying  provisions,  etc.,  for  the 
Russian  army,  receiving  pay  in  bonds  pawble 
in  three  months  from  date.  The  Russians  yes- 
terday completed  a  second  bridge  over  the 
Danube  at  Pyrgos,  and  troops  are  now  passing 
over.  It  is  stated  that  the  Turkish  reconnoi- 
terlng  party  found  Kust4'ndji  evaciTated  by 
the  Russians.  The  Turks  reconnoltered  in 
several  directions  from  Kustendji  without 
meeting  the  enemy.  A  special  to  the  Daily 
,Veir.<i  reports  that  at  Lopkoi  on  Monday,  the 
13th,  the  Russians  were  defeated  and  lost  five 
cannon.  Instead  of  the  Turks  as  previously  re- 
ported. 

An  imperial  decree  from  the  Porte 
calls  to  arms  all  hitherto  exonerated.  Those 
who  have  already  served  but  not  yet  reached 
their  fourth  year  will  be  divided  into  the  na- 
tional guards  who  may  ultimately  be  sent  to 
the  seat  of  war,  and  national  guards  for  pro- 
tection and  internal  security.  The  prince  of 
Montenegro  has  been  oldiged  to  raise  the 
siege  of  Nlcrlcs  to  march  against  the  Turki-sh 
troops  who  are  endeavoring  to  enter  Mon- 
tenegro. 

Bucharest  telegram  says  Gen.  Gourka 
declares  that  the  Russian  positions  from  the 
Danube  to  Shipka  Pkss  are  so  strong  that  the 
Turks  will  not  venture  to  attack  tlum.  Both 
armies  ar"  ''r«.istantly  entroni  hing  Uiemselvcs. 
The  Turks'  especially  hold  wonderfully  strong 
positions  at  Plevna  but  Osman  Pasha  is  never- 
theless ill  a  difWcult  situation  because  of  the 
numerous  cavaliy  attached  to  the  H,(/)0  Kus- 
Bians  confronting  him,  completely  cutting  oil 
hi.s  communication  with  Sofia  and  capttu  ing 
his  convoys  of  ammunition  and  ]>rovi>Ions. 
The  Rus.«ians  will  not  undertake  operations 
until  the  whfde  guard  arrives  from  St.  Peters- 
burg. This  signifies  a  pause  of  a  fortnight  oj 
three  weeks.

The  Comtitvtion  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  has 
the  following  story  of  heroic  sufteringand 
resignation :  Tommy's  history  is  a  prose 
Iliad.

Tie  a  ring 
firm  to  the  back  strap  over  the  hips — ruu 
the  straps  through  this  ring,  cross  them.

The  Nathan  Mystery. 

But  few  murders  in  this  counti-y, 
where  the  victim  was  a  private  citizen, 
have  so  enlisted  the  keenest  sympathy  of 
all  classes  ae  the  one  known  as  the 
"Nathan  murder."  The  mystery  which 
hung  over  the  aflair  at  first,  has  gathered 
depth  with  time,  until  last  Friday's  issue 
of  the  Philadelphia  Xorth  American, 
which  contains  the  foUowinof  strange,  but 
no  less  interesting,  information? 

The  Nathan  murder  in  New  York 
probably  evoked  abortively  as  much  de- 
tective research  as  any  cavue  celehrc 
known  to  the  profession.  There  is  a 
curious  history  connected  with  the 
tragedy  that  has  never  been  printed,  and 
that  forms  an  interesting  study  in  con- 
nection with  the  case.  When  the  crime 
was  still  fresh  in  the  public  mind  a  re- 
port was  circulated — and  it  was  claimed 
by  those  who  told  it  that  there  was  foun- 
dation for  the  rumor — that  the  police 
knew  the  murderer  and  had  him  in 
custody.  The  report  was  that  Mr. 
Nathan"s  coachman  was  known  to  be 
insane,  and  that  his  hallucination  was 
that  Mr.  Nathan  owed  liim  ♦1(X),000. 
His  peculiarities  induced  his  discharge, 
and  he  got  no  other  employment.  Jt 
will  be  remembered  that  the  murderer 
got  into  the  house  through  the  area  way. 
The  coachman  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
so  entering  tlie  house  surreptitiously. 
For  several  nights  prior  to  the  murder 
the  coachman  had  slept  about  the 
whar\-es  on  the  North  River,  near  the 
shipping.  Nathan  was  murdered  with  a 
"ship's  dog,"'  a  heavy  piece  of  iron  used 
on  ships.  In  taking  valuables  from  the 
safe  a  lot  of  medals  were  taken.  An 
experienced  criminal  would  have  known, 
besides  furnishing  a  clue  to  detect  him 
with,  that  they  were  base  metal  and 
wortldcss  to  him;  but  they  are  just  the 
glittering  bauble  that  would  attract  an 
ignorant  and  insane  person.  The  man 
I  was  arrested.  He  accounted  for  hits

Hydrophobia,  how- 
ever, is  not  one  of  the.se  misfortunes,  for 
how  keen  soever  the  preceding  aaxiety, 
tlie  suffering  from  this  cause  is  insignifi- 
cant in  com]>arison  with  the  torments  of 
the  wretch  writhing  under  the  malady. 
Yet  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  aggre- 
gate of  misery  from  the  former  cause  is 
greater  than  that  from  the  latter,  since 
for  one  who  has  perished  from  the  bite  of 
a  dog  or  other  animal  hundreds  Imve 
suffeied  from  feai-s  of  such  a  calamity.

RUSSIA'S  TVAK  WITH  TURKEl. 

The  Porte  is  preparing  winter  clothing 
for  the  troops,  and  taking  other  measures  in 
anticipation  of  a  winter  campaign.  Late  tel- 
egrams from  Mukhtar  Pasha  gives  the  Turk- 
ish losses  in  Saturday's  battle  as  i:W  killed  and 
^\9  wounded,  and  the  Russian  loss  at  l,30<j 
killed.  Kossuth  has  addressed  a  proclama- 
tion to  the  Hungarians  urging  Austro-IIun- 
gary  to  conic  to  an  understanding  with  the 
Porte  as  to  the  extent  of  the  concessions  to 
Christians,  which  can  be  made  without  com- 
promising the  integrity  of  the  Turkish  em- 
pire. He  says  on  the  basis  of  this  arrange- 
ment an  alliance  with  the  Porte  ought  to  lie 
concluded.  Russia  should  then  be  called  ujwn 
to  terminate  the  war.  The  North  C'erman 
Gaxtk  confirms  the  report  that  the  represen- 
tations of  the  Turkish  embassador  there  rela- 
tive to  the  alleged  Russian  atrocities  have 
met  with  a  most  uufavoral>le  reception  from 
the  German  cabinet. 

The  Russian  stafl' in  its  recent  deliber- 
ation favored  immediate  vigorous  rc^umptitm 
of  operations  and  was  of  the  opinion  that  no 
points  should  be  voluntarily  evacuated. 
Sulieman  Pasha  telegraphs  that  he  itas.sed 
through  Kezanlik  and  occupied  the  t<)wn  of 
Schipka,  evacuated  by  the  Russians.  A 
speiial  to  the  (Jalos,  reproduced  by  the  official 
Russian  agency,  adinil>  that  the  Russian  losses 
in  the  two  battles  before  Plevna  were  S,0(K)  to 
10,(K)0  nun,  half  of  w hoin  were  killed  or  ser- 
iously wounded.  About  .^OOO  are  in  the  hos- 
ptal  of  Sistova,  Sininitza,  and  Tnrno  Magurli. 
Of  200  persons  attached  to  the  Red  Cros,  am- 
bulance, 40  were  killed  while  colketiiig 
wounded. 

The  Turks  attacked  Tirnova  on  the 
22nd,  but  were  repuli-ed.  The  engagement 
was  recommenced  next  day.  Osinaii  Pasha's 
troops  made  an  attack  on  Selvi  with  the  in- 
tention of  advancing  upon  Gabrova,  but 
Mirsky  repulsed  them  even  before  the  arrival 
of  a  division  which  he  asked  for  as  reinforce- 
ments. Details  received  regarding  the  battle 
in  Schipka  pass  state  that  the  Russians  re- 
liulsed  successively  ten  vigorous  attacks 
made  by  the  Turks,  the  positions  of  the  Rus 
sians  being  very  strong.  It  is  not  true  the 
force  of  Lieut.  Gen.  Melimet  All  and  Sulieman 
Pasha  have  ellected  a  junction.  The  Riis.slans 
are  preparing  to  attack  si-veral  Turkish  posi- 
tions. .\  Constantinople  dispatch  says  a  tele- 
gram from  Melimet  All  claims  that  the  Turks 
captured  two  guns  many  prisoners  and  a 
great  qu.intity  of  ammunition  and  lifies  at 
Eskl  Djuma. 

Sulieman  Pasha  telegraphs,  August 
21st,  that  three  of  his  brigades  ascended  the 
heights  of  Schipka  Pass  in  spite  of  a  shower 
of  Russian  projectiles,  drove  back  the  Russian 
outpost  and  advanced  to  within  one  hundred 
yards  of  the  enemy's  entrenchments.  There 
was  desperate  fig?>ting  for  fourteen  hours.and 
although  the  Turks  retained  the  ground  thev 
conquered,  the  enemy  still  held  their  foriiiii  d 
positions,  which  were  defended  by  fourteen 
cannons  and  a  large  force.  The  telegram  con- 
cludes: "To-morrow we  sliall  bring  up  our 
siege  guns  and  renew  the  struggle.  We  hope 
to  be  .successful.'' 

A  London  dispatch  of  Aug.  t>.">th,  gives 
the  Russian  version  of  the  lat<;  battles  as  fol- 
lows: Turks  in  great  force  attacked  Schipka 
pass  Thursday,  on  three  sides.  All  onslaughts 
were  repulsed.  At  nine  In  the  evening,  a  ritl>' 
corps  reinforced  the  stormed  heights,  on  the 
Russian  right.  Desperate  fighting  continued 
untilmidnight,  when  the  eclipse  of  the  moon 
stopped  the  fighting.  The  Russians  mantain- 
ed  all  their  positions  notwithstanding  the 
Turkish  numerical  superiority  and  cross  fire. 
The  Russian-  have  now  f<mght  four  days  with- 
out partaking  of  rest  or  nourishment.  Fur- 
ther reinforcements  arc  expected  during  the 
night.  Sulieman  Pasha  telegraphs  confirming 
the  report  of  Wednesday's  fighting  without 
decisive  result.  Fighting  was  resumed  on 
Thursday.  The  Russians  are  completely  sur- 
rounded! We  command  their  line  of  retreat 
to  Gabrova.  To-morrow  a  decisive  assault 
will  be  made.  -Vs  the  Russians  have  not  profit- 
ed by  the  darkness  to  retreat,  they  risk  being 
all  captured.

Inasmuch  as  several  counties  maiked  wllh 
a  *  In  the  follow  Injr  tables  have  not  yet  re- 
ported throu:rh  their  auditors  to  this  »>ureau, 
and  a  verv  lartre  proportion  of  the  whole 
number  did  not  do  so  until  within  the  past  ten 
da\-s  and  then  in  manv  inatsnces  very  inconi- 
plBtelv,  owln^'  to  the  ommission  of  tow  nships

The  Ciiicago  Tribune  tells  the  foUow- 

i'lif: 

While  ridinii  near  tho  entrance  to  (Jrnnd 
Boulevard,  the  attention  of  a  Trihunr  re- 
porter was  called  to  tlie  antics  of  a   half- 
pown  kitten  in  tlie  grass  by  th"  roadside. 
When  first  noticed,  the  little   animal   aji- 
peaied  to  be  in  a  ])aro.\ysni  of  fright,  but 
as  the  writer  paused  to  watch   its   inove- 
luents,  its  manner  changed  to  apparently 
an  ecstasy  of  delight.     It  leaped  up  wild- 
ly upon  its   liind   feet,    }iluuged   u])   and 
down,  but  did  not  advance  or  recede  a  foot 
from  the  spot  to  which  it  apjiCircd  to   be 
transfixed.   At  last  it  lay  upon  the  ground, 
rolled  over  with  its  tail  rigid  and  curved, 
and  at  la.st  stretched  out  at  full  length  uii- 
on  its  side,  absolutely  exhausted.      It  re- 
mained perfectly   niotionle.-s  for  several 
seconds,  and  the  spectator  imagiuefi  that 
life  had   departed  from   the  limp   little 
form,  but  a  slight  stir  in   the  tall   grass 
near  by  was  noticed,  and   a  large   snake 
aliout  three  feet  long,  glided  toward   the 
prostrate  cat,  its  head  erect.its  eyes  gleam- 
ing like  two  coals  of  fire,  its  forked  tongue 
darting  from  between  its  jaws.    The  rep 
tile  was  headed  in  the  opposite  direction 
from  the  intruder,  and  it  was  unconscious 
of  the  presence  of  any  one  to  interfere  in 
its  operations.      As  the  snake  ncared  its 
victim,  and  when  w  ithin  about  two   feet 
of  it,  it  halted,  regarded  the   unconscious 
olyt'ct    for  a  moment  as  it  lay   at    full 
length,  and  then  coiled  himself  up,  with 
its  head  still  erect,  and  trembling  violent- 
ly with  excitement.      It  seemed  to  be  on 
the  point  of  making  a  spring,  when   the 
reporter's  horse  made  a  movement  which 
diverted  the  monster  from  its  prey,  and  it 
suddenly  dropped  its  head  to  the  ground 
and  lay  low,  as  is  the  nature  of  the  crea- 
ture when  suddenly   surprised.      At  the 
same  instant  tlie  spell  upon   the   kitten 
was  apparently  broken.foritgave  a  light- 
ning bound  of  about  two  feet  into  the  air, 
came  down  to  tlie  ground,  looked  for  an 
instant,   and  then  walked  off  in   a  weak 
condition  toward  a  dwelling-house.     The 
reptile  moved  slowly  off  into  the  tall  grass 
in  an  opposite  direction  and  wa-s  soon  lo&t 
to  A-iew.     It  was  of  the  species  known  as 
the  milk-snake,  which,  though  not  com- 
mon in  these  parts,  are  sometimes  found 
in  tlie  rural  districts.

King  in  a  small  piece  of  wood  in  which 
he  luul  secreted  the  articles  which  he  had 
stolen,  because  he  dare  not  carry  them 
home  nor  offer  them  for  sale.  But  it 
seemed  to  him  that  he  could  not  help 
stealing  them ;  the  impulse  came  on,  and 
though  he  was  sincere  in  his  religious  de- 
voti<ms,  and  exceedingly  happy  in  their 
performance,  he  seemed  to  himself  to  be 
left  to  the  temptation  of  Satan  when  any- 
thing which  might  be  stolen  was  left  in 
in  his  way. 

A  man  called  for  an  examination   who 
was  a  minister,  and  at  the  close  of  a   loiig 
and  sharp   analysis   of  his  chaiacter,   in 
which  acquisitiveness   and   secretiveness 
had  been  described  as  strongly  develojied 
and  very  active,   and   also  conscientious- 
ness and  cautiousness  had  been  estimated 
as  large,  he  seemed  unwilling  to  go,  but 
walked  up  and  down  the  room  for  sever- 
al minutes  as  if  he  had  some  burdensome 
(juestiou  he  wanted  to   ask  and  yet  was 
afraid  to  ask.     Turning   to  him    I    said :

"  You  have  an  inclination    to   steal,   but 
pro!)ably   manage   to   refrain    trom     it.'" 
He   opened   liis   eyes   with    terrified    as 
tonishment,  and,  giving  me  such  a   fierce 
gaze  as  will  never  be  forgotten,  remarked : 
"Sir,  that  is  true.     That   is   my   trouble. 
I  am  a  clergyman,  sir,  and  hope  I   am   a 
tiue  one;  yet  I  have  all  my  life  long  been 
tempted  to   steal,   and   in    my    parochial 
visit  often  have  an  impulse  come  over  me 
to  take  something,  and  if  left  alone  in   a 
room  I  do  take  it;  and   sometimes  it   re- 
(juires  half  an  hour  to  fiml    a   convenient 
opportunity  to  get  the  article  thus   taken 
(jut  of  my'  ])ockct   and   back   ujion    the 
shelf  or  table  where  it   belongs.     It   may 
be  a  shell    which    every    Sunday-school 
child  in  the  parish  knows;  it  may  be   an 
old  hymn-book  with  a  name  written  in  it, 
and  half  worn  out— things  which  I  do  not 
need  and  could   not   use   if  I    did    need 
them  without  the  theft   being   detected." 
And  he  remarked,   with    tears   tumbling 
down  his  face :  "  By  the   help  of  God    I 
have  been  able,  hitherto,  to  refrain   from 
carrying  away  anything  which  I  had  thus, 
umler  the  impulse,  stolen."' 

Twenty-five  years  ago  there  was  a  well 
to-do  fan"ner"s  wifi'  in  Connecticut  who 
had  an  im])ulse  to  steal  only  one  kind  of 
article,  and  that  was  blue  stockings.  If 
she  were  driving  in  the  middle  of  a 
bright  afternoon  a  mile  from  home,  where 
shc"and  the  horse  and  wagon  were  well 
known,  and  she  caught  sight  of  a  pair  of 
blue  stockings  hanging  on  a  line  in  the 
yard  with  other  clothing,  she  would  stop 
her  team,  get  out  of  the  wa^on,  go  into 
the  yard  right  in  front  ot  the  rooms 
where  the  family  were  working,  and  jerk 
those  stockings  otT  the  line,  leaving  a 
dozen  ])airs  of  other  colors,  return  to  her 
wagon,  whip  up  the  team,  and  get  out  of 
the  way.  Ifske  had  been  a  stranger 
whose  peculiarity  was  unknown  she 
would  have  been  followed  and  arrested 
au<l  punished :  but  everybody  knew  that 
she  had  a  queer  monomania  for  blue 
stockings.
